No Balanced Budget.

In his annual message last 
year he asked for four billion dol- 
lars in additional taxes on corpo- 
rations, estates and gifts.

The occasion was one which 
might have called for an address 
prepared with the history books 
in mind. Truman spoke of the 
tremendous responsibilities the 
last 50 years have brought to the 
United States and of the “turning 
point” we have reached in the his- 
tory of the whole human face. 

-He spoke in the chamber of the 
House of Representatives before 
a gathering which included mem- 
bers of both houses of Congress, 
and diplomats of foreign nations,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)— 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission today ordered a general 
one-third cut in railroad passen- 
ger service on lines using coal as 
uel. The reduction is effective 
at 11:59 p.m. local time next Sun- 
day. 

The order was drawn to remain 
in effect for two months. It will 
expire automatically at midnight 
March 8 unless the ICC itself 
takes further action. ' 
The order applies to all rail 
lines having 25 or less days sup- 
ply of fuel coal for their passen- 
ger services “and not having avail- 
able a dependable source of sup- 
ply.” 

The ICC said the action was 
made necessary by the dwindling 
supplies of coal due to the recent 
disturbances and curtailments in 
the coal mining industry. 

It was the second time in recent 
months that the ICC has taken 
such action as a result of the vir- 
tually deadlocked coal dispute be- 
tween John L. Lewis’s .

We cannot achieve 
these gains unless we have a sta- 
ble economy and avoid the catas- 
trophies of boom and bust that 
have set us back in the past. 

These gains cannot be 
achieved unless our business 
men maintain their spirit of 
initiative and enterprise and 
eperate in a competitive eco- 
nomic system. They cannot be 
achieved unless our working 
men and women and their un- 
ions help to increase productiv- 
ity and obtain for labor a fair 
share of the benefits of our eco- 
nomic system. They cannot be 
achieved unless we have a sta- 
ble and prosperous agriculture.

162,000 by the Agriculture De- 
partment, $43,948,000 by the 
Navy and a $109,536,000 pay- 
ment of interest on the debt.

first half of fiscal 1950, the 
Government moved well on 
on the way toward the $5,500.- 
000,000 deficit President Tru- 
man has estimated for the 12- 
month period. 

A further deficit of more 
than four billion dollars is ex- 
pected to shape up in the 
President’s budget message 
next Monday for fiscal 1951, 
figuring revenue prospects at 
current tax rates.

It is strange that 
this is so, for this proposition is 
so clearly demonstrated by our 
national history. During the last 
50 years, for example, our nation 
has grown enormously in mate- 
rial well-being. This growth has 
come about, not by concentrating 
the benefits of our progress in the 
hands of a few, but by increasing 
the wealth of the great body of 
our citizens.

Day’s Weather Gives Meteorologists 
omething to Talk About at Convention

tending Session Tells 
of Efforts to Do Some-

The weather displayed its full 
bag of tricks to give the metero- 
logists attending the annual con- 
vention of the American Meteoro- 
logical Society at Hotel Jefferson 
today plenty to talk about. 

Spring-like temperatures 
dropped from 68 at 11 a.m. yester- 
day to 13 above at 8 o’clock today 
as torrential rains, winds, torna- 
does, sleet and freezing rain 
lashed the city and surrounding 
areas. 

One of the approximately 600 
weather experts who is attempt- 
ing to do something about the 
weather is V. J. Schaeffer of the 
General Electric Co. who told a 
meeting today of his experiments 
at rainmaking in New Mexico 
last summer by seeding super- 
cooled cumulus clouds with dry 


tract, which eX-| ice 


The first rain was obtained 
about 25 minutes after a cumulus 
cloud was seeded from an air- 
plane at about the 21,500-foot 
level, and a heavy downpour de- 
veloped over several square miles 
that lasted up to more than an 
hour. Schaeffer admitted the 
technique was adaptable to only 
localized areas and under sharply 
limited conditions. 

Schaeffer was asked if the ex- 
periments resulted in any legal 
difficulties. “None that I know 
of,” he said. “Out in New Mexico 
people welcome | rain from what- 
ever the source.” 

Vernard Vonnegut, also of the 
General Electric Co., told of sim- 
ilar rainmaking experiments with 
silver iodine smoke as the “‘subli- 
mation nuclei.” 

Air Pollution Discussed. 

If some of the experts were 
skeptical over their ability to ef- 
fect any long-range weather con- 
trol, they were more certain last 
night that something could be 
done about air pollution. °. 

In a panel discussion, Dr. E. 
W. Hewson of Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology suggested 
three possible methods of abating 
air pollution from industrial 
sources: a change in manufactur- 
ing processes, removal of the con- 
taminating factors at the source 
by precipitators and emission of 
waste only under favorable at- 
mospheric conditions. 

C. A. Gosline, engineering de- 
partment consultant on meteor- 
ology and trade waste for E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours, said a furnace 
had been invented that sends 
only 10 per cent of fly ash to 
the stacks, as compared with 80 
to 90 per cent in conventional 
types.

Banquet on Thufsday. 

The convention continues 
through Friday. Dr. F. W. Reich- 
elderfer, chief of the United 
States Weather Bureau, will be 
principal speaker at the annual 
banquet Thursday evening. 

There is little prospect of any 
marked advances in long-range 
forecasting, barring some unex- 
pected fundamental discovery in 
the near future, Dr. Sverre Pet- 
terssen, director of scientific serv- 
ices in the Air ‘Weather Service, ' 
said last night. 

In an interview with the 
| Post-Dispatch, the Norwegian- 


born scientist was careful to 
point out that by “long-range” 
he meant forecasts of a month 
or longer. “There have been 
considerable advances in extend- 
ed forecasting—forecasts up to 
one week,” he said. He praised 
the work of the United States 
Weather Bureau for its work in 
this field. 

Persens who contend that win- 
ters are growing warmer will find 
some support in Dr. Petterssen, 
but he was careful to point out! 
the phenomenon is generally re- 
stricted to the Northern Hemis- 
phere and to the northern por- 
tions of that area. “Summer tem- 
peratures show no _ important 
changes in the last 50 years, but 
winters in the northern part of 
Norway have become about six 
or’ seven degrees warmer than 
they were 50 years ago,” he said. 

Alaska Glaciers Receding. 

“Glaciers in Norway and Alas- 
ka have been receding and the 
timberline is fising in those 
areas,” he added. He sees noth- 
ing cyclical in the change, how- 
| ever. “There is no way of know- 
ing whether it is a permanent or 
temporary change,” he said. 

Author of a widely used book 
on meteorology—‘“Weather Analy- 
sis and Forecasting’’—Dr. Petters- 
sen served with the British me- 
teorological services during the 
war. He is taking out American 
citizenship papers.

Today’s message included no 
mention of a 1949 proposal that 
the Government build steel mills 
and plants for materials in “criti- 
cally short supply” if industry 
declined to erect them with or 
without federal aid. 

At that time Truman also said 
the Government must have power 
to intervene to “protect our econ- 
omy against the evils of boom or 
bust.” There was no repetition of 
such language today. ' 


Urges New England Projects. 


After promising the Western

Continued support of the west- 
ern nations in the cold war against 
the Communists, but no change 
in its Arabic policy of continued 
opposition to Israel. 
Relaxation of domestic controls, 
including possible lifting of mar- 
tial law and relaxation of censor- 
ship. 
A program of social reform, 
which if .ever carried out, would 
ease the plight of poor farmers. 
A more liberal attitude toward 
Egypt’s large foreign communities 
including Greeks, Italians, Ar- 
menians and French. 
Wafd is the Arabic word for 
delegation. The party originated 
with the delegation headed ‘by 
Saad Zaghlul Pasha, the Egyptian 
statesman who directed negotia- 
tions with Britain in 1918 for 
Egypt’s independence. The Sa- 
adists are an offshoot of the Wafd 
party, claiming to retarn to the 
original policies of Saad Zaghlul.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4 (AP) — 
North Carolina lost the game but 
took home the fattest wad of 
cash of all from Monday's bowl 
football games. : 

On the other hand, Ohio State, 
which won the day’s greatest 
thriller before the largest crowd 
in the richest and oldest of the 
post-season fixtures, barely made 
expenses—if at all. 


The Tar Heels, beaten 27-13 by 
Rice in the Cotton Bowl, were 
handed a check for $125,951.95, 
all for themselves. 

‘ Ohio’s Buckeyes, victors over 
California, 17-14, on Jimmy 
Hague’s last gasp field goal in 
the Rose Bowl, figure to collect 
a mere $30,000. 

These are just a couple of the 
quirks that popped up in carving 
the $2,000,000 bowl melon. 

The non-profit Cotton Bowl an- 
nounced record gross receipts of 
$357,412.80 which resulted in the 
lucrative checks to the principals. 
Rice’s Owls received $125,951.- 
95, just as North Carolina, but 
had to kick back 25 per cent of 
it to the Southwest Conference. 
This left the Owls, $94,463.95. 
Rose Bowl auditors still are in 
the process of counting the 
change from the Pasadena classic, 
but expect at least $460,000 from 
tickets, concessions commitments 
and so forth. 

From this, each of the two con- 
ferences involved — the Pacific 
Coast and Big Ten—stands to get 
$165,000. 

It’s in the division of these 
spoils that Ohio State comes out 
with the shortest end of the purse 
of any team that played in the 
major bowls. . 

The Big Ten takes the money 
and carves it up 11 ways, two of 
the shares going to the compet- 
ing institution. Another share— 
one eleventh, that is—goes to the 
commissioner’s office. One share 
goes to each of the other mem- 
bers of the conference. 

The Sugar Bowl also is work- 
ing on its books but is counting 
on a gross of around $400,000. 
The competing teams, Oklahoma 
and “Louisana State, would re- 
ce 4 ve approximately $120,000 
each. 

The Sooners, who trounced 
LSU, 35-0, must donate $27,000 of.

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They and their supporters cry that America’s 
Far Eastern policy has been a “fiasco,” and for- 
get that Chiang’s administration had more rat- 
holes than United States aid could stop up.

Senator Taft wants the United States to de- 
fend Chiang’s island retreat at Formosa, by 
force of arms if necessary. Yet many military 
men doubt that Formosa can or should be de- 
fended, certainly not at the cost of war. Sena- 
tor Knowland wants to cut off Marshall plan aid 
to any Western European country which recog- 
nizes the Communist regime in China. This 
would be a most blatant and disastrous abuse of 
the plan, distorting it into a blackjack to com- 
pel the rest of the world to act in accordance 
with Senator Knowland’s ideas. 

And Mr: Hoover would have the United States 
aid Chiang in order to “build a wall against 
Apparently Mr. 
Hoover and his followers have yet to learn the 
lesson of the debacle which almost spelled the 
end of the democratic world 10 years ago. 

The supreme folly of hiding behind walls was 
demonstrated by the Maginot Line in France, 
and generations earlier by China’s own Great 
Wall. Walls can be undermined, breached and 
scaled, Walls cannot withstand ideas and human 
neéds, which is what the West must contend 
with in the Far. East. 

The Maginot Line, the defeats of the democ- 
racies under Hitler’s first onslaughts, and 


-Chiang’s own defeats in China have shown that 


arms and men-alone are not enoligh, even on 
the battlefield. . 

' Wars, both hot and cold, are won by’ the de- 
termination and conviction of peoples. To have 
the slightest chance of success, United States 
policy in the Far East must be founded on the 
only rock which is still available in Asia’s shift- 
ing tides—the confidence and support of the 
peoples of Asia. 

* ~ - 

America cannot win that support by a fool- 
hardy and futile attempt to force China—and 
Asia—to accept Chiang. Asia has too many 
vivid memories of the results of western im- 
perialism ahd western pressure in the Far East, 
and need look no farther than Indochina to see 
it still in action. The United States need look 
no farther than Latin America to see what hap- 
pens when people are forgotten. 

Asia already is repudiating Chiang. India and 
Burma have recognized the Chinese Commu- 
nists. The rest of the British Commonwealth is 
about to do it.. Yet Mr. Hoover thinks defend- 
ing Chiang would provide “at least a continued 
hope of some time turning China in ‘the paths of 
freedom again.” 

This is the nub of the problem, and this is 
precisely what an American Chinese wall in 
Formosa cannot do. China cannot be “turned 
in the paths of freedom” by defending a govern- 
ment the Chinese themselves already have re- 


nounced. The rest of Asia cannot be kept in 


the paths of freedom by adopting a policy ex- 
actly counter to Asia’s own. :

Many employers recognize that they have a 
responsibility to humanize industrial work 
through recreation. A survey of 264 plants and 
offices by the National Industrial Conference 
Board shows the great number of ways in which 
the responsibility is. being discharged... 

The most frequent kinds of recreation among 
the 1,245,000 workers surveyed were, in order, 
bowling, softball, golf, basketball, picnics, 
Christmas parties, horseshoes, other parties, 
baseball and dancing—and there were 148 other 
kinds of activities, too. “At the noon hour the 
most frequent recreations were table tennis, 
horseshoes, checkers, movies and chess. 

Employers provided, among other facilities, 
athletic fields, assembly halls, clubrooms and 
clubhouses, picnic grounds and gymnasiums. 

A recreation program should not descend to 
paternalism, and it should not be used by an 
employer as an alternative to dealing fairly with 
employes about wages, hours, working condi- 
tions, vacations and so forth. Used construc- 
tively, recreation in industry can do much to 
make work less impersonal, less rigorous, less 
monotonous, in the fields of mass production.

Local 
leaders were instructed to inform miners. The 
whole thing happened so swiftly that it proved 
impossible even to'let all the miners in on the 
secret. Many reported for work on the first 
day of the strike. 

From Lewis’ standpoint, this technique of an 
unannounced strike in a restricted area, presum- 


ably for a short period only, could prove highly 


effective. Operators alf over the country will 
never know when, where or whether the light- 
ning will strike. Production schedules could be- 
come a shambles. 

But from the public’s. and the miners’, stand- 
point, this is a shabby and discreditable method 
of trying to achieve social gains. The ‘miners, 
who haye never had much opportunity in Lewis’ 
union to express their opinion on whether or not 
a strike is in order, cannot even make personal 
and financial arrangements for days without 
work and days without pay. 

In view of the gains which Lewis has achieved 
for the nfiners, and past bloody disputes in the 
coal mines, few of them are likely to protest. 
The public can and should protest, however, and 
operators almost undoubtedly will. The pro- 
tests can be of value if and only if they empha- 
size America’s failure to find a workable meth 
of settling its labor disputes. -

The greatest artists remain interesting 
to students of all times partly because they 
offer works of such richness that each new 
generation of critics is challenged to make 
new interpretations and advance new 
theories about the old, familiar, depend- 
able products of genius. Professor Gilson, 
a noted French philosopher and scholar, 
has treated Dante with freshness and origi- 
nality in this new book. 

The first section of the book—con- 
eerned with Dante’s “clerical vocation and 
metamorphoses of Beatrice”—raises the 
troublesome question of Beatrice. In an- 
swer to the arguments of Father Mandon- 
net, Professor Gilson insists that Beatrice 
must have been completely real to Dante, 
not symbolic, for “if Beatrice was not this 
to Dante, it may be 

said that the ‘Divine 
Comedy’ has sys- 
tematically deceived 
eo. ee ee 
fragmentary 
quet,” Dante pro- 
posed to initiate lay- 
men into the science 
of philosophy, sym- 
bolized by the donna 
gentile.

as follows: Red China will have 
been recognized by all its nearest 
neighbors—by all the countries 
with which it has a common land 
frontier. It will, therefore, be 
meaningless to talk about con- 
taining Red China by a policy 
of diplomatic isolation. 


If We Vetoed. 


We shall then find also, since 
a majority of the Security Council 
have withdrawn recognition from 
the Chinese Nationalists, that 
there is no way we could refuse 
to seat the Communist repre- 
sentative except by exercising our 
veto. If we did that, we would 
make it impossible for the Se- 
curity Council to function on 
Asian questions. If we do not use 
the veto, we shall be outvoted 
and shall find ourselves negotiat- 
ing in the Security Council with 
the representatives of a govern- 
ment that we do not recognize. 

We shall find also that we can- 
not proceed toward a_ peace 
treaty with Japan. For we shall 
be at odds with all our principal 
allies on the primary question as 
to who is to represent China in 
the settlement with Japan. If, in 
addition, we were to intervene in 
Formosa on behalf of Chiang Kai- 
shek, we could not expect to have 
the consent or approval of our 
allies. We could act only by the 


force, ignoring our legal and 
moral engagements. 


Unwitting Isolationists. 


In theory, nevertheless, we 
could still refuse, alone among 
the nations concerned with Asia, 
to recognize Red China. We 
should have to explain this 
strange situation by saying that 
everybody is out of step but fa- 
ther. But I cannot believe that 
there will be many who wish to 
do that, once they have weighed 
the practical consequences. For 
how are we to co-operate in a pol- 
icy to stabilize South Asia if, on 
the critical question of how to 
deal with Red China, we are de- 
termined not to co-operate with 
the nations we wish to support?

How to Alienate Asia. 


The crux of the situation is that 
we have no free choice because 
the Asiatic mainland is outside 
the limits of effective American 
military power. We are not in a 
position to overthrow Mao Tse- 
tung. We are not in a position to 
defend Hong Kong or to seal the 
borders of Indo-China, Siam and 
Burma. Therefore, we have to fol- 
low, not lead, the countries which 
are directly and immediately con- 
cerned if and when they decide 
that their interests, which are far 
greater than our own, will best be 
served by negotiation. 

An attempt on our part to rely 
on military power—particularly 
when we cannot exercise it in ‘the 
area concerned—can result only 
in the destruction of our influ- 
ence. Conceivably, for example, 
if we wished to commit our forces 
to the adventure, we could hold 
Formosa. But the price we would 
have to pay would be the well- 
nigh universal conviction of the 
peoples of Asia, on which the So- 
viet propaganda would not have 
to spend much effort, that Amer- 
ican imperialism is quite as arbi- 
trary as any other. It really 
would be better to lose the island’ 
of Formosa than to lose the con- 
fidence of all the national leaders 
of Asia. 


Formosa Isn’t Vital. 


As a matter of fact it is non- 
sense —strategical nonsense—to 
talk as if Formosa were a vital 
point in the’ security of the 
United States. Our strategical 
interest in Formosa is that it 
shall not become a base from 
which a_ hostile navy and air 
force can operate. We dé not 
have to occupy Formosa to pre- 
vent that from happening, and 
invest money and effort there on 
discredited warlords. 

The strategical answer to the 
Formosan problem is first that 
Mao has no navy and no air force 
that we need now worry about. 
And second, were he to have 
them or to acquire them from 
the Soviet Union, our own Navy 
with its seaborne air power is 
surely quite equal to dealing with 
anything that can happen in For- 
mosa.

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WOULD ALLOW PrOTOS 


Proposes That Firms Spon- 
sored by Parents Be Allowed 
to Photograph Pupils. 


A proposed change in the 
Board of Education’s rules to al- 
low commercial photographers to 
make pictures of pupils in the 
schools under sponsorship of 
patrons’ groups was approved by 
a 2-to-l vote of the board's in- 
struction committee yesterday. 

The proposal, if passed by the 
full board, would have the effect 
of exempting commercial photog- 
raphers sponsored by patrons’ 
groups from the board rule that 
states: “The schools shall not be 
used for the purpose of promot- 
ing any commercial or advertis- 
ing activity resulting in private, 
personal or financial gain.” 

Oscar Ehrhardt, committee 
member who opposed any change 
in the rules, said National Schools 
Studio, Inc., a national photo- 
graphic organization, had been 
taking pictures of school chil- 
dren here. Teachers, he said, 
had been distributing pictures 
made by the firm, collecting for 
the sale of the pictures and then 
turning the proceeds over to the 
studio and the patrons’ group 
sponsoring the picture-taking. 

“These people,” he continued, 
“have been using the schools to 
promote their own commercial 
enterprise. If-this is considered 
to be all right, then I don’t see 
how we can deny the use of the 
schools, the pupils and the teach- 
ers to any other commercial en- 
terprises.’ 

Mrs. Irma Friede, board niem- 
ber, but not a member of the 
committee, said: “It’s not as bad 
as it sounds. If other photogra- 
phers didn’t make a racket out 
of taking pictures of the pupils, 
there’d be no field for National 
Studio, But as it is, I can see 
that this is one way parents can 
get pictures of pupils at low cost. 
Parents are getting a rakeoff on 
costs and I can’t see a great deal 
of harm. to it.” 

Committee Chairman William 
Schumacher and J. Harry Pohl- 
man, member, said they had in- 
vestigated the taking of pictures 
by National Studio and generally 
agreed with Mrs. Friede’s presen- 
tation. Both conceded that the 
studio’s rates were lower than 
others and Pohlman said “I think 
it’s a break for the parents.” 

Ehrhardt, however, declined to 
be disuaded. He noted that pic- 
tures of teachers were made by 
the studio without charge and 
that the schools kept in their 
files an extra set of pictures of 
the students “and I doubt if this 
is within our rights.” 

National. Studio, a firm with 
headquarters in New York, spe- 
cializes in making pictures of 
school children in various parts 
of the country. Under the plan 
it has operated here, it obtains 
a patrons’ group as “sponsor” of 
its activities in a_ particular 
school, then kicks back part of 
its profit on the operation to the 
patrons group. Units of the St. 
Louis Public Schools Patrons’ 
Alliance have been especially ac- 
tive in this field and, for some 
units, this is a principal source 
of income.

one—“How to Play Canasta,” 
a 128-page book published by Di- 
versey Publishing Corp. of New 
York.

The dealt upcard is a jack. Your 
side needs 50. Should you take 
the upcard and meld 2-J-J-J-J? 

Frey advises you to take the up- 
card in spite of the fact that mak- 
ing the initial meld will deplete 
your hand by five cards. Ordinari- 
ly, needing only 50, you would not 
be in a hurry to make such a play. 
But in this case two factors in- 
fluence your decision. 


First: Melding the jacks pro- 
vides a base for a canasta—fqur 
natural matching cards. Once 
your canasta is in sight, you are 
in a position to choose between 
fighting for the pack or playing 
to go out quickly. 

Second: With a wild card and a 
number of unmatched single cards 
still in your hand, making the in- 
itial meld and thus unfreezing 
the pack actually increases your 
chances of taking the pack on the 
next few turns. 


Unless you unfreeze the pack, 
you could only take it with nat- 
ural pairs of which you have only 
one rank—the jacks. By unfreez- 
ing it, you can take it with any 
one of five. different ranks in 
combination with your remaining 
deuce. Temporarily at least, you 
increase your advantage even 
though you decrease your hand. 

Question: If the first player 
cannot or does not choose to take 
the dealt upcard, do the other 
players have a chance to take it, 
and thereby to play first? 

Answer: No. The first player 
is the only one who has the right 
to take the dealt upcard. Even if 
he refuses it, no other player may 
take it.

It was 
just at the time of Caruso’s un- 
timely death and although Mills 
was hesitant to commercialize on 
the world’s grief over the re- 
nowned tenor, the sentiment of 
the song appealed to him strongly. 
It also appealed to the public and 
sold enough copies to put Mills 
Music on its feet.:

When Mills published “Star- 
dust,” the first effort of Hoagy 
Carmichael and Mitchell Parish,

years later was recently voted by 
bandleaders the most notable 
song hit of all time. 


“Girl of My Dreams” eame into 
the Mills office one day under the 
arm of a Southerner by the name 
of Sammy Clapp. Mills listened 
to the piece and signed the com- 
poser before Clapp could even go 
into a sales talk. 


“It was so different from the 
songs of the then fox trot craze 
that I took it,” Mills says. “Well, 
you know the rest. The song be- 
came a school favorite and 
achieved instant popularity.” 


The father of three grown chil- 
dren, Mills recently celebrated 
his thirtieth wedding anniversary 
and his thirtieth year in the mu- 
sic publishing business with a 
large party. With courage born 
of a few glasses of champagne, 
he seized an appropriate moment 
during the celebration to sing a 
song to his wife while accom- 


' panying himself on the fiddle. 


To the question of what he 
sang, the frustrated song writer 
who now owns a million dollar 
music publishing house, replied a 
trifle sheepishly: “My own com- 
position, ‘I'll Buy the Ring and 
Change Your Name to Mine.”

HE greatest prayer of all

THE PLEA FOR BREAD di- 

vides the “Our Father” into two 


‘ portions. The earlier half lifts 


the soul to God and the affairs 
of God—His Honor, His King- 
dom and. Will; the second 
half frees us from. the specific 
frustrations of this life. 

The phrase, “Hallowed be Thy 
Name,” acknowledges the true 
shape of things and recognizes 
the grandeur of God in Himself, 
apart from His creation. We 
give Him glory, not because He 
needs this tribute from our lit- 


tleness, but because we need’ 


to acknowledge Him for our 
own perfection, and because 
man, as lord of creation, may 
fittingly speak for all the 
things that God has made. 

In “Thy Kingdom come,” the 
mind turns from eternity to 
time, to a prayer for grace 
enough to make our every act 
a service of this King. For “the 
Kingdom of God is not a mat- 
ter of eating or drinking this 
or that; it means rightness of 
heart, finding our peace and 
our joy in the Holy Spirit.”
